‘mer months gets his, first human 


touch with Canada and Canadians. 
Father Point would not appeal to 
the ordinary tourist or holiday mak- 


_ er. It is off the beaten track and 
‘only reached by car from Rimouski. 


Its charm is merely that: of hun- 
dreds of other French Canadian vil- 
jiages which are more accessible. The 
fresh breezes blow from off the St. 
Lawrence as they do upon countless 
other fishing villages along the river 
shore. This place is a haven for the 
tired, the brain-taxed, the over- 
worked. and neurotic in its medita- 
tive calm and brooding hush. 

The great interest in. the little 
hamlet is for those who go dowr to 
the sea in ships. Near the extremity 
of the point a modern lighthouse has 
been erected which each night flashes 
its warning light across twenty miles 
of wate:. ‘n close proximity is the 
giant foghorn blasting its message 
when fog enshrouds‘the light. Upon 
the hill stands-q wireless station 
which receives advice of every vesse! 
entering the Gulf before it proceeds 
up the river. A coastguard and life 
saving station completes the precau 
tions for the preservation of vesse! 
and man upon the water. | 

But greatest. interest. centres in
